Tidal Wave Wipes Out Town 
On Coast of ‘Lower California 


MEXICALI, Lower Californie, 
Sept. 12.—Wireless messages re- 
ceived ‘here late today’ report. the 
destruction by a tidal wave. yester- 
day of San Jose de Cabé, a small 
fishing town on the west coast of 
Lower California, just above Cape 
San Lucas. The number of lives 
lost isnot known. 

Most of the 500 inhabitants of 
the town are believed to have es- 
caped to higher ground when the 
tidal wave swept ovér the place, ac- 
cording to.radio advices sent out by 
a steamer, which cleared Cape Lu- 
| Cas shortly before the catastrophe. 

Steamers carrying merchandise ito 
Guaymas, which: had ¢leared the 
cape in time to escape destruction 
or damage in the wave, have been 
ordered to return to San Jose de 
Cabo for. relief work, the messages 
stated. One of these vegsels, it was 
said, carried 300 laberers for the 
cotton fields near here.

AUSTRIAN RECOVERY. 

With things going from bad to worse 
in some parts.of the world, it is a 
Pleasure to ‘cast’ a glance at one 
country ‘where. they are going from 
bad to better. The beginnings of re- 
covery in Austria; under the League 
of Nations Commissioner, Dr. ZIm- 
MERMANN, are already visible, ‘Sir 
Wituam ACWORTH, who with ‘the 
Swiss Dr, HEROD has lately: made).a 
thorough study of Austrian railroads, 
recently -returnéed “to London, ard 
though his report is not yet published 
he has given some intimations to the 
British press of the difficulties in get- 
ting the Austrian railroad system back 
to solvency, Ths central problem is the 
same as in other Austrian enterprises. 
Centralized at. Vienna is the head- 
quarters staff for an empire of thirty 
millions, in charge of a plant now 
serving a State. of. six or séven 
millions. Before the armistice the 
Austrian Empire had more.than 11,000 
miles of ; the new republic 
has 3,500, and the frontier cuts mid- 
Way across most of the main Unes. 

This naturally implies friction in the 
handling of freight traffic, though as 
the succession States forget their early 
exaggerated economic nationalism this 
difficulty will.tend to disappear. But 
more serious trouble was found in the 
excessive number of employés. Due

Downward Redction in Stocks 


—Foreign Exchange Also 
Moves Uncertainly. - 


No’ further light was thrown, during 
business hours yesterday, on the nature 
of Germany’s intended proposals or on 
the prospect that they would’ solve the 
problem of the Ruhr. ‘The day’s decline 
on the Stock Exchange, which ran to a 
point or more in many stocks, may have 
indicated financial disappointment at 
not getting the expected particulars. 
Past experierice, notably that of last 
January, has been of a kind to inspire 
caution, not to say skepticism, regard- 
ing. efforts to settle the reparations 
question in which the attitude of all 
parties was not known int advance. 

The most that could be surely in- 
ferred from yesterday’s cable dispatches 
was that the delicate stage of the ne- 
gotiation had been reached and that 
the German Government now had. to 
steer .a difficult course, between a 
Frantée which demanded surrender. of 
“passive resistance” as preliminary to 
any further discussion and a more or 
less powerful, home, public opinion which 
protested against such surrender except 
in response. to definite terms from 
France. It is doubtful, however, whether 
the Buropean news has at any time 
been a really dominant influence on the 
New York Stock Exchange. An out- 
right break between England and 
France, such as was vaguely talked 
about in August, would no doubt have 
had profound effect even in Wall 
Street; so would actial settlement of 
reparations and ‘the Ruhr. But yester- 
day’s » irregular reaction was. probably 
explainable by other reasons. 

One of them was the fact that the 
bidding up of Stock Bxchange prices on 
Tuesday and Monday, had plainly been 
the work of professional speculators and 
had not stimulated outside buying. An- 
other was the midweek reviews of the
